03th regim ent in Col. Beckwith’s bri- 
t^ade, vjnder the command of M ajor Gil- 
inour, and Col. E ider’s cacadorcs ; the 
1st battalion 52d'uegim cnt, usider the 
command of Lieut. Col. Ross, likewise 
shewed great steadihess and gallantry, 
when they joined Col. Bec|;w ith’s bri­ 
gade. 
Thrdiighout the action, the 
uoops derived grc;a advantage from 
the assistance of two guns, of Capt. 
Bull’s troop of horse urtilleiy, which 
■ rossed at the ford with the light divi­ 
sion, and came up to their suppöH. 


It was impossible for any officer to 
conduct him self with more ability and 
gallantry than Col. Beckwith. 
T he ac­ 
tion was cÉÜEnmenced by an unavoidable 
accident, to which all operations are lia­ 
ble ; but having been commenced, it 
would have been impossible to withdraw 
from the ground, without risking the 
loss of the object of our movements ; 
and ii was desirable to obtain possession, 
if pobsible, of the top of the hill, from 
which the enemy had made so many a t­ 
tacks with advantage, on the first posi­ 
tion taken by the 43d regim ent. 
T his 
was gained before the 5d division came 
up. 


I had also great reason to be satisfied 
with the conduct of Col. Drum m ond, 
who com mands the other brigade, in the 
Light Division. 


W hen the firing com m enced, the 6th 
corps broke up from their position at 
Rovina> and m arched toward» Rendo— 
T he two corps joined at that place, and 
continued their retreat to Alfayates, fol­ 
lowed by our cavalry -, part of which 
Was that night at Soito. 


T he enemy continued their retreat 
that night and the next m orning, and 
entered the Spanish frontier on the 4th. 
—T hey have since continued their re­ 
treat, and yesterday the laÎJt, of'them 
crossed the Agueda. 


I have the honour to inclose the re­ 
turn of the killed and wounded from the 
18th of M arch. I am concerned to liave 
to report that Lieut. Col. W aters was 
takefi prisoner on the 3d, before the 
action com menced.

tion and general character of the French 
government. 
Let the Americn people 
contemplate steadily this hideous but 
faitliful picture of the evils with which 
they themselves are seriously menaced. 
— “ I tremble at the tliought,’* says 
Fisher Ames in one of his essays, “ that 
our dear chiidreu will be in Sonaparto’s 
conscription for the subjugation of St. 
Domingo, in case the Galician policy 
of our government is pursued, until its 
natural tendencies are accomplished.”-— 
This harrowing anticipation was con­ 
stantly before the mind, and weighed 
heavily upon the heart of this prescient 
and thoughtful statesman, during the 
last months of his life. It was regarded 
like many other of his predictions, 
which have been already and so fatally 
verified, as nothing more than the phan­ 
tom of a distempered imagination. W e 
ourselves are not, to use the language 
of the poet, “ over-exquisitive to cast 
the fashion of uncertain evils,” nor if 
this apprehension of Ames Were but 
the offspring of a heated imagination, 
would we be prone to indulge in so 
bitter a delusion. 
But we must con­ 
fess that when we take mto view the 
state of Europe—our domestic condi­ 
tion— the disposition and measures of 
our government, wx are filled with the 
most gloomy forebodings ; our minds 
are agitated by fears which we have not 
the courage to confront, and which we 
scarcely dare to express. If the drowsy 
indifference and torpid inactivity that 
prevail among us with respect to these 
points, be not speedily discarded, our 
subjection to the same monstrous des­ 
potism, which is now blasting the best 
growth of nature and humanity in Eu­ 
rope, depends, as it appears to our un­ 
derstanding, not upon a long chain of 
doubtful and remote contingencies, but 
upon one event—‘the downfall or humi­ 
liation of England. 


Unwelcome as in.iy be this opinion to 
persons of a fastid.^us or sanguine cha­ 
racter, we cannot dissemble how deeply 
it is radicated in dlir judgment. 
None 
of our countrymen can be better dis- 
j po-.ed than ourselves to hope well of 


i the public fortunes ; but to think them 
I secure from danger, or impregnable to 
any assault, under the present circum- 
, stance s of this country and of Europe, 
would appear to us a degree of credulity 
j not merely preposterous, but absolutely 
I criminal. 
W e should feel conscious of 
violating one of the moiis sacred of the 
obli;:iation3 we owe to our fellow-citi- 
zeus, if we did not attempt as often as 
possible to rivet their attentions upon 
that quintessence of political misery, the ' 
exquisite wretchedness, which is every­ 
where the immediate result of French 
dominion, and to which we are now ex­ 
posed through the progress of Fiench 
intJ’igue, aided, as it is, by the truly 
mysterious inf.ituation, and pernicious 
fears of our cabinet. 


It is not ui France alour, that her mi- 
l\Lai7 desponsm displavh that cl'.aracter, 
and inflicts those ills, which M. Faber 
so accurately ;uxd forcibly dcstriJbed. 


—W herever tKc san^c powef has been 
extended, it h,is man\ffeSted the sahie 
spirit, anti has been productive of c^n- 
sequences equally disastrous. In every 
country in which the conqueror has e- 
stubti?hed his sw^y, he has blighted ail 
the glowing bcntAcence of nattu'e, and 
labours to debase and cmbrute the minds 
of men. 
All the victims of hi.> power, 
are sunk into a state of the most calami­ 
tous and despondent vassalage. 
All 
the noblest fabricsjof human wisdom and 
virtue—all the most estimable institu­ 
tions of civil order—all the gencious 
attachments, and ennobling dbcorums of 
life, are struck, as it were, with the 
damp of death, as soon as Uicy f.dl ur.de r 
the uifluence 0 this new system of re­ 
generation. 
W hat M. Faber describes 
as-happening in Fr^hce, we have seen 
in Holland and in Flanders, and it is 
alike visible in I^ly» in Westphalia, and 
in every dther country liV'hich he has 
brought under th« yoke. The pressure 
of French su p p o r t, is every-where in- 
lolcrablc ; every eftusion of French a- 
mity, operates like a mildew. W'here- 
cver the French emperor appears, either 
in the guise of a sovereign, an ally or an 
invader, he reminds'you of the descrip­ 
tion which the Poet gives ot the march 
of a Tyrant of old—

There are, w'e believe, but few' among 
us, who have not enough of observation 
or sagacity to discern, although there 
may be many who have not the candor 
to acknowledge, that the foreign policy 
of Bonaparte has the same character as 
his domestic ; that plunder and power 
are his uivariable ends, fraud and vio­ 
lence his favourite means, in all his ex­ 
ternal relations. 
There can be ho man 
of any mtelligence, who has attended to 
the history of the world during the last 
ten years, so tar dazzled by the splendid 
profligacy of military usurpation» or 
duped by the pompous hypocrisy of the 
official asseinions of the French govern* 
ment, as not to be fully sensible, that 
there never has existed a power more 
contemptuously regardless of the obli­ 
gations of good faith, more insatiably 
ambitious, or more savagely cruel|fb.
